Quit After Hectic Day. 

Members left the chambers of honse 
and senate shortly after 3 «.’clock aft- 
er a hectic day dominated hy the ueu- 
al adjournment confusion, with words 
of praise fo. the record of congress 
as well as criticism for its lack of 
achievement ringing in their ears. 
The commendation came from both 

mocratic and republican leaders it 
the house, while over in the senate 

democrat, Senator Copeland, of New 
ork, condemned the administratoon 


for failure to act on Muscle Shoals, |

It appeared that the closing of the 
session would be devoid of the usual 
last-minute legislative surprise, but a 
filibuster was started against the res- 
olution for curbing campaign expendi- 
tures, and was carried right up to the 
fininute of adjournment, thus _side- 
tracking the resolution.

FORCES OF MILLS 
PUT UNDER FIRE 


Opponent of Present Com- 
missioner Appeals for 
Overthrow of Influence 
of Brown.

Georgia’s greatest political. issue 
in the present campaign is the ques- 
tion of completely destroying the 
“pernicious and corrupt system by 
which the state department of agri- 
culture, under leadership of J, J. 
Brown, Lem B. Jackson and James 
H. Mills, has exercised a sinister in- 
fluence for more than 10 years over 
the Georgia legislature and which 
has wielded a dangerous balance of 
power in all political races since it 
was ilt up on corrupt distribution 
of patronage,” according to a caus- 
tic statement issued Saturday by Eu- 
gene Talmadge, of McRae, candidate 
for. commissioner of agriculture.

NORRIS RESIN 
FARM COMMITTEE 
PLAGE IN’ SERATE 


McNary Will. Succeed Ne- 


braska Insurgent, Who 
Wishes To Devote Time 


To Other Matters. 


CONGRESSMEN PLAN

Washington, July 3.—(/)—The 
buzz of the campaign bee sounded 
a droning requiem over the dead <es- 
sion of congress tonight as senators 
and representatives turned homeward 
after seven busy months in Wash- 
ington. 

With the open season for fence- 
patching and vote-harvesting reduced 
to four swift months by the lingering 
tenure of legislative duty in the na- 
tional capital, ,politics has become 
a personal matter to the half-thousaind 
agents of the people-who sit in the 
senate and house. And recent devel- 
opments out in the country bave not 
helped to answer some of tle perti- 
nent quegtions that are in their minds. 

Senator Norris Quits. 

Even before .the session ended to- 
day, the militant spirit of the-coming 
fray filtered, into discussion on the 
floor of both senate and ouse, and 
the senate was treated to ‘a first-class 
sensation by receiving unexpectedly 
the resignation of Senator George 
Norris, the republican insurgent from 
Nebraska; as chairman of the power- 
ful committee on agriculture. 

The veteran Nebraskan said _ he 
merely wanted to retire to devote 
more attention ‘to pending legisla- 
tion, but -his announcement started a 
flurry of political guessing through 
the corridors of the capitol. Often 


‘unfriendly to the Coolidge admin- 
istration, Norris recently announced 
his supporg of William B. Wilson, 
the democratic nominee for senator in 
Pennsylvania. Throughout the tight 
over farm relief he steod with tiie 
McNary-Haugen blec, and against the 
president. There was much ‘question- 
ing among the politicians tonight 
Pabout his future intentions toward the 
republican organization, but he did 
not provide the answer. 

The retirement of Norris leaves the 
ranking. republican on the committee 
another senator who has disagreed 
with the president on farm relief leg- 
islation—McNary, of Oregon. He was 
the author of the McNary farm equal- 
ization fee bill, voted down by a mar- 
gin of: six: votes with the help of ad- 
ministration senators. 

Senator McNary said he would ac- 
cept the chairmanship and continue 
his fight at the next session for farm 
relief legislation. This will involve 
his retirement as chairman of the 
committee on irrigation and reclama- 
tion. 

Announcement of Senator Norris’ 
retirement came as a surprise to the 
senate. Coupled with his recent in- 
dorsement of William B. Wilson, the

body of people will have neither the 
occasion nor the temptation to. resort 
to irresponsible dictatorship.” 

Ambassador Schurman said, how- 


ever, that the recrudescence of these’ 


“outworn agencies of government,” 
was merely a passing phenomenon of 
the post-war period. Since the Ro- 
man empire nations have always 
turned toward dictators in ‘times of 
distress. At the same time he ad- 
mitted that the will of the people is 
not necessarily and adequately ex- 
pressed through parliaments or rep- 
resentative institutions as they are 
organized at present. 
Caused Jubilation. 

Discussing the America revolu- 
tion, he gaid that it had cau jubila- 
tion in France and in Germany. 
Lessing, Goethe and Kant particu- 
larly hailed it as promoting the ideal- 
ism of humanity. 

“There are today many people who 
think less of individual freedom than 
ot state control which is théir pana- 
cea for uplifting the masses,” he 
continued, “Candor compels me to 
add that the American people them- 
selves have found the Jeffersonian 
dctrine of liberty and property some- 
what too rigid.

British Women 
Stage Parade 


For Equal Rights 


OY 


London, July 3.—(#)—From 15 
platforms in Hyde Park—the soap 
box forum of the empire—British 
women, with the moral support of 
American sympathizers, today de- 
manded political equality with men. 

Although their demonstration was 
accompanied by the militancy 
of the days of the early suffrage 
leaders, the speakers hurled vigorous 
oratorical attacks against the gov- 
ernment for withholding the ballot 
from women until they are 30 years 
old although men are enfranchised 
at the age of 21. Strenuous attacks 
also were directed against refusal 
of the house of lords to permit peer- 
esses in their own ~‘¢ht to sit in that 
chamber. 

A group of 30 Americans, members 
of the national women’s party, lent 
their moral support to the demonstra- 
tion by marching through London in 
a great parade of more than 2.000 
women from Victoria embankment to 
Hyde park. 

The Americans carried huge han- 
ners, proclaiming: 

“All women in. the United States 
can vote. Why not here?” 

Each marcher in the American di- 
vision which followed that of Lady 
Rhondda’s six-point group, carried 
one of the historic purple, gold and 
white flags which once picketed the 
white house at Washington in: the 
days of American women’s fight for 
the ballot. The Americans did not 

articipate in the speech-making at 
yde park but planted their colorful 
standards alongside the various ros- 
trums and joined in the applause. 

Two resolutions were put to the’ 
crowds at each speaker's platform 
and were adupted by viva voce vote. 
The first resolution demanded that 
the government give votes to women 
at the age of 21 on the same terms 
as men. The second demanded that 
peeresses in their own right be given 
a seat in the house of lords. .This lat- 
ter measure has only recently been de- 
feated by the upper chamber where 
it was introduced by Lord Astor, 
husband of Lady: Astor, well-known 
for her activities in the house of com- 
mons.

fall elections, failure to pass drastic 
relief legislation being cited by farm 
leaders as the chief omission of con- 
gress.

The 
senate adopted a resolution today, 
presented by Senator Dill. Washing- 
ton democrat, author of the senate 
radio hill, to maintain conditions in 
the radio, broadcasting industry at a 
“status quo” until an agreement can 


‘be reached next session. 


While setting up machinery to set- 
tle disputes in the railroad industry, 
congress declined to act on measures 
providing similar machinery for the 
coal industry. Railroad consolidation 
bills, too, were left without action. 

The house approved the French 
debt settlement, but the senate waited 
for action from France, which did not 
come in time. 

- Congress declined to pass bills for 
tightening prohibition enforcement, 
which has led reports that Lincoln 
C, Andrews, dry enforcement chief, 
would resign. 

Alien Property Probe. 

The senate passed numerous pri- 
vate. bills today, but its most im- 
portant action was adoption of a 
resolution by Senator King, Utah, 
democrat, ordering a senatorial in- 
vestigation of charges of mismanage- 
ment and graft in connection with the 
administration of alien property 
seized during the war. The resolu- 
tion directs a senatorial committee 
to determine facts regarding the sale 
of patents to the Chemical Founda- 
tion of Delaware and the sale of the 
Bosch Magneto company. The com- 
mittee was appointed today and prob- 
ably will begin its investigation dur- 
ing the congressional recess.

Value of Films 
In Class Rooms 
T oBe Determined 


An experiment to determine the val- 
ue of the motion picture as a medium 
of educational instruction will be 
made in Atlanta schools this fall. 
While the idea is yet in its infancy, 
untested and almost unknown, many 
experts declare that the motion pic- 
ture is destined to make an immeasur- 
able contribution to the cause of edu- 
cation. 

The Eastman Kodak company has 
chosen Atlanta as one of the ten key 
cities of the United States in which to 
make the experiment, according to 
Frank ‘VY. Luckiesh, manager of the 
Eastman Kodak Stores, Inc., at 183 
Peachtree street. Production of three 
films already is under way. They cov- 
er.the study of geography, civics and 
hygiene and will be first tried in the 
fourth, fifth and sixth grade class- 
rooms. 

Tests will be made on groups in 
these subjects with and without use 
of the pictures in an effort te deter- 
mine their real practical value for 
teaching purposes. The Eastman Ko- 
dak company will supply the projectors 
and the films throughout the experi- 
ment, with no cost to the schools. 

It is probable that introduction of 
the moving picture into classrooms 
would have been attempted earlier had 
it not been for lack of suitable pro- 
jecting machines and films. In recent 
months these two problems have been 
met. The film is of the sub-standard 
16-mm, which the Kastman company 
recently adapted for its amateur came- 
ra, the Cine-Kodak. : 

“Bach class will pig the films in 
its own classroom eo that there will 
be no inference on the pupil's mind 
that screening of the pictures is for 
his entertainment,” Mr. Luckiesh said, 
pointing out that this is often th? 
case when auditorium projection is 
practiced with standard film. : 

“From results obtained,” he said, 
“it is believed definite data will be 
secured that will prove what place 
motion pictures have in the schvoi 
curriculum and what are the propet 
pictures for school room use. _ 

“Two main obstacles which have 
stood in the way of such teaching has 


been absence of an easily-operated pro-| ° 


jector and economical film. These 
problems have been met by develop- 
ment of the easily-portable projector 
and the film which is one-sixth the 
size of the professional film, and when 
projected in the ordinary class room 
provides images of sufficient and sat- 
isfactory size.”

Washington, July 3.—(#)—Presi- 
dent Coolidge again threw down a 
challenge to the senate today in the 
matter of presidential appointments. 

Within three hours after two of his 
nominations to the tariff commission 
had been blocked by senate opposition 
he gave the nominees recess appoint- 
ments which will enable them to serve 
until congress meets again next fall. 

The men named were Edgar J. Bros- 
sard, of Utah, already serving on the 
commission under a recess appoint- 
ment made last summer, and Sherman 
J. Lowell, of New York. When the 
two nominations were sent to the sen- 
ate recently confirmation was opposed 
by Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
democratic leader and chairman of the 
special committee investigating the 
tariff commission, and he successfully 
prevented action to the end of the ses 
sion. 

Almost as soon as he returned to 
the white house from his preadjourn- 
ment trip to the capitol Mr. Coolidge 
replied to his critics by making out 
recess commissions for the nominees. 

Slate Nearly Clear. 

Adjournment of congress found the 
slate of presidential nominations un- 
usually clear, only a comparatively 
few waiting senate confirmation. 

Nominations for a bout 20 post- 
masters fell by the wayside, including 
that of Robert H. Bryson, renominated 
as postmaster at Indianapolis. The 
nomination was never reported by the 
senate postoffice committee as a re- 
sult of a factional political fight in 
Indiana. 

Nomination of Curtis C. Jordan, of 
California, to be a consul, and a few 
efficers of the coast and geodetic sur- 
vey, designated for promotion, failed. 
Several other recess appointments 
" are in prospect. These include an 
assistant secretary of conimerce in 
charge of civilian aviation and several 
judicial appointm: nts for Alaska and 
for the newly-created middle district 
of Georgia. : 

_ Eneountered ' pposition. 

The judicial appointments, covering 
district judges, United States attor- 
neys and United States marshals, were 
delayed after the president had in both 
cases sent names to the senate, only 
to have them encounter opposition 
which resulted in their withdrawal. 
Mr. Coolidge indicated af the time that 
he~swould not attempt to fill the posi- 
tions until after congress had ad- 
journed. 3

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FEDERAL BUILDIN

Sanction Given to Meas-

Washington, July 3.—(/)—With 
the signature today of President Cool- 
idge to 151 measures, the total :.um- 
ber of bills enacted unto law was 
brought to 759 out of the 17,812 in- 
troduced at the session just closed. 

The president began the task 
signing measures early today, when 
he approved 63 at the white house 
and then went to the senate, where 
he placed his signatgre to 8S more 
before the final gavel fell. 

Among the more importafit bills 
given presidential sanction was a com- 
pensation measure which authorizes 
the expenditure of $12,000,000 ad- 
ditional for former service men and 
their dependents. 

Six Measures Unsigned. 

Six measures, however, failed to 
receive the president’s approval and 
the question again has risen as to 
whether his failure to sign them con- 
stituted 2 pocket veto or whether he 
could legally sign them within ten 
days after adjournment as Presiden‘s 
Wilson and Lincoln had done. 

The bills that were not signed in- 
cluded measures authorizing certain 
Indian tribes of the state of Wash- 
ington to appeal their claims against 
the government to courts; to make 


effective the 12th article of the 1860 
treaty between the United States and 
the Shawnee Indians, and to grant 
to the states of Oregon and Wash- 
ington an amount equivalent to tases 
lost by the revestment of Oregon and 
California railroad company land 
grants. 

Another ‘important bill sanctioned 
was the $51,000,000 second deficiency 
bill carrying the first year’s public 
building program. 

The president also failed to sign 
a bill which would have reinstated 
Joe Burton Coursey, of Mississippi, 
to the graduating class at West 
Point. He was dropped from the 
oney last spring for infraction of 
rules. 


Measures Signed.

Rufes make it compulsory for can- 
didates receiving pluralities ©: each 
of the five counties in the district to 
name delegates from that county to 
the primary convention at the state 
capitol. 

Delegates from each county are 
limited to twice the number of rep- 
resentatives the county has in the 
lower house of the sta@@Jegislature. 

If no candidate receives a majority 
of county unit votes after «he first 
convention ballot, all instructions will 
be cast aside, gegulations set forth. 

Run-Over Possible. 

If at the end of two days no nomi- 
nation is made the candidate who 
bad a plurality of county unit votes 
on the first ballot will be declared the 
nominee, provided he had a plurality 
of popular votes in the district. | 

There being three candidates—W. 
D. Upshaw, incumbent; L. J Steele 
and Walter A. Sims—in the race so 
far and there being 18 votes to be 
cast in the convention, the chosen 


candidate must poll 10 votes. Votes 
will be distributed so that Fulton 
ets 6; DeKalb, 6; Rockdale, 2; 
Jampbell, 2; and Douglas, 2. 

Speculation is rife regarding the 
outcome as political leaders predict 
Sims will run strong in Fulton coun- 
ty. and Upshaw and Steele will stage 
a hot fight in DeKalb. The balance 
of power is held by the smaller coun- 
ties, it appears, and to obtain the 
nomination -the successful candidate 
must give heed to units other than 
the larger ones.

In all of the reports the almost 
phenomenal increase in real estate 
is recorded. This is 
not only a healthful but a pleasing 
sign. Home ownership is the foun- 
dation of good citizenship. It is the 
basis upon which business successes 
are made. The rent receipt has no 
asset value. The same money ap- 
plied to a home ownership not only 
does have an asset value, but if 
conservatively purchased in the path 
of development, represents an in- 
vestment the soundness of which 
is unquestioned, and the profitable- 
ness of which is assured. 

Particularly outstanding are the 
increases in retail trading. In the 
Atlanta federal reserve district the 
increase registered 10 per cent in 
May, and perhaps more in June. 
This is far above normal trade in- 
creases and is particularly signifi- 
cant in that it reflects the wide- 
Spread of a general prosperity—a 
prosperity that reaches ‘the homes 
of ail. 

Reports from the larger centers 
thow enormous increases in savings 
bank deposits. This is especially 
gratifying as thrift is the basis of 
every substantial and enduring pros- 
perity. 

Agriculture is on the whole more 
prosperous than at any time since 
1921. In the south—notably in 
Georgia—the farmers are learning 
to “live at home;” that is, to grow 
their own feed and food crops and 
to get away from the single crop 
program that so long enslaved them 
with losses and debt. 

Perhaps this nation has never 
seen industry on such a boom. Ma- 
chinery demands are heavy. Em- 
ployment is normal, and labor is re- 
markably well standardized through- 
out the nation. No great strikes 
are in progress or threatened. For- 
eign markets are more active, and 
in all lines of manufacturing there 
is a decidedly strong and vigorous 
tone. : 

These conditions are not due to 
either politics or new legislation. 
They are due to the stability of gov- 
ernment, to the strengthened finan- 
cial condition of the purchasing 
world, and to the disposition of our 
Own people to work harder and to 
break away from the jazzy haze that 
enveloped this and all other na- 
tions as a natural reaction from the 
stress of war. 

Economic conditions are good. 
Let us keep them good by paying 
Strict attention to the problems of 
welfare that touch our own hearth- 
stones aS a people. 


THE HOME HOOCH. 


General Lincoln C. Andrews, in 
charge of prohibition eyforcement, 
having failed with his New England 
coast embargo and his Canadian pa- 
trol, both of which were inaugu- 
rated with much eclat some months 
‘ago, has now employed 906 new 
enforcement men, according to dis- 
patches. 

He will take a fresh start and 
“close the lid with a biff.” 

The money for all of this con- 
gress appropriated the other day— 
a $3,000,000 deficiency budget— 
along with the regular $27,000,000 
enforcement budget included in the 
earlier appropriation bill. 

According to dispatches, a por- 
tion’ of these new men will be as- 
signed to “watch” the older men in 
the service. Another large alloca- 
tion will be assigned to breweries, 
from whence it is said the only 
really palatable and harmless sup- 
ply of “‘violation” is springing. An- 
other will be assigned to drug 
Stores to prevent prescription vio- 
lations. Another to watching the 
channels of alcohol traffic to pre- 
vent diversion for synthetic pur- 
poses. Another to watching the 
coast and border. 

All of which is fine enough if 
results can be secured—the results 
which thetaxpayers ought to expect 
for their $30,000,000 investment in 
a liquor drouth. 

But the most outstanding of the 
whisky traffic evils is apparently not 
guarded against in this new program 
—the home-made hooch traffic. 

In this country we call the home- 
made concoctions by various names 


“stump rum,” “moonshine,” “sugar 
mash,” and so on—but in its last 
analysis it is all the same. It is 
the almost. limitless supply of white 
intoxicating liquors of cne kind and 


——‘‘white lightning,” “white mule,” | 


and 2 cooling watér vessel may be 
assembled. | | 

The greater menace to prohibi- 
tion enforcement is not the beer 
that comes out of brewerles or the 


rum ships that ride at anchor, or 
the synthetic liquors that come out 
of pharmacies, and out of estab- 
lished bootleg “rectifying plants,” 
or the “gin” that is made from 
alcohol and water and a dash of 
juniper extract. It is the: home- 
made hooch that flows almost like 
water in some Sections, and en- 
tirely too freely in all sections. 


If General Andrews would find 
some method to stop the traffic in 
this stuff he might find at least 
more satisfactory temperance .re- 
sults and less crime and less rowdy- 
ism and less jazz “partying,’ and 
all that sortaof thing. It might re- 
sult better than in concentrating on 
breweries dnd coast patrol. 

The problem can never be solved 
by stopping up gimlet holes while 
the bungholes are kept open. 


Calling attention to the fact that 
the democrats, seeking naturally to 
elect a congressional majority in 
both houses this fall, and to build 
a substantial foundation for a party 
fight in 1928, are floundering 
around trying to find an issue, The 
Detroit News very aptly suggests: 

“There is an issue ready to the 
hands of the democrats, if they will 
only realize the fact and accept it. 
The issue is under their noses, and 
has been there for six years. It lies 
in the fact that the republican party, 
which has controlled congress for these 
six years since the census of 1920 was 
taken, has failed to reapportion the 
house of representatives in accordance 
with that census, though such reap- 
portionment is demanded by the con- 
stitution.” 

The Constitution has repeatedly 
referred to this flagrant defiance of 
the federal constitution, and has 
urged congress to reapportion the 
house on the basis of the 1920 
census, not only for the purpose of 
fortifying the constitutional rights 
of all the people guaranteed under 
our institutions of representative 
government, but for the further 
very urgent necessity of eliminating 
some of the inequalities and discrim- 
inations that the present apportion- 
ment, under the 1910 census, pre- 
sents, by reason of the shifting of 
population. Representation in con- 
gress is based today upon a unit 
fixed by the census committee 15 
years ago. That unit is 240,000 in 
round numbers, and yet there are 
scores of districts with less than 
200,000 population today and other 
scores with more than 300,000. The 
Situation on its face is unfair, as 
well as undemocratic and unconsti- 
tutional, and it accentuates the tend- 
ency toward bloc government and 
toward government by minority— 
a menace that is growing in this 
country to such an alarming extent 
that we are drifting entirely away 
from. the house of our fathers and 
away from the very spirit of de- 
mocracy inherited from Jefferson, 
and from the republican form of 
government that was built upon the 
victory of the revolution. There 
are outstanding illustrations of this 
inequality in Georgia. The fifth dis- 
trict, to illustrate, has a population 
of 308,364 under the 1920 census, 
and perhaps 400,000 today. Un- 
der the present unit Fulton county 
alone would be more than entitled 
to a member of congress. On the 
other hand, there are orly two other 
districts in the state under the 1920 
census that reach the unit. This 
same condition occurs in every state 
and most pronouncedly in the mid- 
dle west where the shift of popu- 
‘:tion has been toward the south. 
There are a number of districts in 
Illinois, Indiana, lowa, Kansas and 
other states of the republican mid- 
dle west where the population runs 
far below even a 200,000 maximum 


upon which the unit was fixed, the 
representation is a direct slap at 
every principle of a democracy. 
The Detroit News is right. The 
democrats themselves have been 
more responsible for this failure to 
reapportion congress than the re- 
publicans. The fact is the demo- 
crats in the census committee of the 
68th congress were responsible for 
blocking a proposed committee bill. 
The objectian has been made that 
some of the normal . democratic 
States would losé seats. This is a 
trap set by middle western repub- 
licans into which democrats have 
fallen. Even if so the constitution 
of our country ought to be more 
sacred than party expediencies. We 
talk of Jeffersonianism, but we ig- 
hore almost every tenet of faith 
that the father of the democratic 
party stood for. Infinitely worse, 
however, is the careless and indif- 
'ferent and even scornful manner 
with which we treat the federal con- 
stitution. We need most of all in 
this country to reconsecrate our- 
selves to that sacred foundation 
ipon which our government has 
been erected. There is no better

But my attention has been called 
to a paragraph in The Atlanta Con- 
stitution of June 14, entitled “The 
Drys Are Dodging,” signed by Sam 
W. Small, which is so untrue that it 
is almost slanderous. I quote: 

I like a stand-up, knock-down, draxg-out 
fight. That's why I went into the national 
fight for the 18th amendment. No one re- 
joiced more over the winning of that fight 
than I did. It makes me indignant, there- 
fore, when I see the anti-saloon crowd in 
New York, Illinois and elsewhere resisting 
the referenda forced upon them by the 
wets and advising prohibition voters to re- 
fuse to vote upon the submitted proposi- 
tions. It looks like cowardly fear to me. 
In the old. days we urged our dry voters 
to go to the polls ‘‘and get licked if you 
must, ,but show your faith and hold up 
your flag!"" Now the advice of the anti- 
saloonists is just the opposite. They say, 
“Let the wets do all the voting, and then 
we will claim that the result is non-conclu- 
sive.’* That brand of tactics will irk sin- 
cere men and women and, in the long run, 
lead to so general a demand for a national 
referendum as cannot be refused. It is bad 
politics and Fabian policy. 


This whole paragraph is such a hap- 
hazard jumble of personal likes, activ- 
ities and prejudices, mingled with il- 
logical inferences, that it is calculated 
to deceive the hasty reader. 

How Amendment Was Passed. 

Was the national fight for the 18th 
amendment won by conducting state 
and national referenda? It certainly 
was not. It was won by the orderly 
processes laid down in the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. No refer- 
enda was held in Georgia to decide 
whether the 18th amendment should 
become part of the Constitution. But 


: 
elections were held for senators and 


congressmen and members of the state 
legislature, and those senators and 
congressmen and members of the leg- 


islature were elected on a dry plat- 


form and voted in the congress to 
submit, and in the legislature to rat- 
ify, the 18th amendment. There were 
“stand-up, knock-down and drag-out 
fights” in every state on the adoption 
of the 18th amendment. _ But those 
fights were not unauthorized, uncon- 
stitutional, futile and absurd refer- 
enda, nor was there any ‘national 
fight for the 18th amendment except 
as that “national fight” was made up 
of 48 separate and distinct state 
fights. ' 
How absurd and utterly misleading 
it is, therefore, to compare the fight 
for the 18th amendment to the pres- 
ent clamor of thirsty “wets” for pro- 
hibition state and national referenda 
on the Volstead law. Why are the 
“wets” clamoring for these referenda 


in certain wet sectors of the coun- 
try? Why are they not willing to fol- 


low the orderly processes of the Con- 
stitution to secure the changes they 


desire in the law? Because they hope 
to make an impression upon the coun- 


try by sham referendum, which they 
could not make by the regular consti- 


tutional process. For example, the 
state of New York is one single state 


out of 48 states. In all constitational 


matters its voice is delivered by its 
one legislature and its congressmen 


and senators, and—mark carefully— 


not by its ten-million of population. 
It is absolutely destructive of the basal 
theory of the federal Constitution and 


of the laws based thereon to subject 


them to the action of state or national 


referenda, as though the provisions 
of the federal Constitution or laws 
could be affected by a majority pop- 


ular vote of one or two large states. 


The Constitution provides: that every} 
state shall have two members in the} 


method would destroy the rights of 
the states as separate units of the 
Union. 

Why, on the liquor question, is the 
Constitution to be ignored and peo- 
ple encouraged to participate in that 
which is not only futile amd absurd 
but in reality is an attack upon tle 
basal principles of the Constitution 
and an effort to secure a result in a 
disorderly fashion, which cannot be 
secured in an orderly, legal way. 

Orderly Processes Demanded. 

The preamble to the statement is- 
sued by the legislative committee of 
the Anti-Saloon League of America, 
concerning proposed prohibition refer- 
enda, was drafted by the undersigned 
as chairman of that committee ‘and 
was adopted by the committee with 
slight inconsequential changes. The 
writer has never learned the art of 
“dodging,” and there is ‘no trace of 
dodging in that statement. There is 
a positive demand that the orderly 
processes of the Constitution be ob- 
served, and there is very clearly im- 
plied advice that our prohibition peo- 
ple do not follow erratic, irresponsible, 
illogieal persons as leaders, and do 
not participate in a futile; absurd 
gesture which can do no good and 
may ultimately do much harm. - 

If anybody wants “stand-up, knock- 
down and drag-out fights,” let him 
continue to participate in such fights 
in the future as in the past in elec- 
tions of senators, congressmen and 
legislatures. it is a safe «prediction 
that there will be ample oppertunity 
in such fights to satisfy even the bel- 
ligerent Dr. Small during the remain- 
der of his active life. 

In conclusion, I give the preamble 
to the official statement issued by the 
legislative committee of the Anti- 
Saloon League of America, composed 
of Bishop Thomas Nicholson, Drs. F. 
Scott McBride, A. J.- Barton, E. H.

The Anti-Saloon League of America reaf- 
firms its opposition to the unconstitutional 
policy of a referendum on any question re- 
garding a change in the Constitution of the 
United States or of a. federal law. It ad- 
vises its constituency in all the states 
actively to oppose the holding of, 
abstain from, participating in any 
referendum. 

Local, state and national prohibition laws 
have all been adopted by the orderly meth- 
ods provided by the constitutions of the 
several states and of the United States for 
the adoption of all laws. The national pro- 
hibition act, the climax of prohibition legis- 
lation, is binding upon every state and 
every community. A state referendum on 
a federal law is not only futile but absurd. 
The amendment or the repeal of the nation- 
al probibition law must be secured through 
the same orderly processes which were fol- 
lowed in its adoption. Any other process 
establishes a precedent in undermining the 
stability of the Constitution and leads to 
chaos and anarchy.

The sale of automobiles and other 
goods on the installment plan has 
had more discussion during recent 
weeks than any other subject in the 
business world. Of these discus- 
sions, one of the most comprehensive 
appeared in “The Magazine of Wall 
Street” for June 19. This treatment 
of the subject had the benefit of the 
mass of literature already printed. 
From the material already printed 
“The Magazine of Wall Street made 
some careful deductions, to which it 
added some fresh material from new 
sources and some conclusions of its 
own. Soave 
After reciting the familiar facts 
about the large proportions of auto- 
mobiles and other goods now being 
sold on the installment plan, the im- 
meuse growth of finance companies 
organized to carry the chattel mort- 
gages and otherwise attend to the de- 
tails of this business, and the high 
rates of interest charged, “The Maga- 
zine of Wall Street” goes on to de- 
scribe a careful investigation and re- 
port made by James 
president of the Farmers Loan and 
Turst Company of New York City. 
Mr. Perkins in his report quoted the 
opinions of thirty prominent manufac- 
turefs, bankers, merchants and credit 
men. Of these thirty, nine condemued 
the practice; the remaining twenty- 
one were more or less favorable, but 
all uttered warnings against too great 
use, or misuse, of this. new form of 
eredit. “Practically every man who

It is observed also, and quite nat- 
 urally, that the indorsements of in- 
stallment selling come chiefly from the 


manufacturers and bankers who have 


adopted it and so far are profiting F 


greatly from it; whereas the condeim- 
nation comes from “manufacturers of 
woolens, cotton goods, shoes, and re- 
tail merchants who deal in lines which 
ean hardly be made the basis of in- 
tensive installment selling. 

At all times, in any country, there 
is a rough balance between the number 
of debtors and the number of creditors. 
That balance determines the sanctity 
be property and the sanctity of the 
obligation to pay debts. People com- 
monly speak of these two sanctities as 
if they were axiomatic, something to 
be taken for granted; as if they were 
based on some fundamental principle 
that works as surely as a law of 
physics. To a certain extent there is 
some such moral sanctity about re- 
specting property rights and paying 
debts ; ‘but to a greater extent the se- 
curity of property and the security of 
the payment of debts rest on the mass 
opinion of the country. 

In a democracy a majority can

debt. This was illustrated in the elec- 
tion which the German republic beld 
one Sunday in June. That election 
a referendum on the question 
whether the estates and other forms of 
property owned by the kaiser and all 
the other German princes and heads 
of local states should be “taken with- 
out compensation.” The election re- 
sulted in a majority against “taking 
without compensation ;” but it might 
just as readily have turned out other- 
iwise. If it had, some hundreds of Ger- 
man princes which have learned that 
property to which they thought they 
had a secure title really rests upon the 
will of the majority.

It is entirely possible that America 
may pass through this phase of install- 
ment selling and absorb it without any 
commotion or marked change. Many 


of the opponents of installment selling 
say it will bring about a depression or 
nic. That is not necessarily true, 
nstallment selling, standing alone, 
ay not bring a depression. 


But there is truth and wisdom in 


the minds of those advocates of 
installment selling who qualify their 
indorsement of it with an “if.” That 
“if” refers partly to what might hap- 
pen in a depression brought about by 
causes other than installment selling. 
It is incontestably true that if a de- 
pression, a slow-up of industry, should 


come from other causes the length of 
that depression and the depth of it, 
all the serious aspects of it, would be 
increased by the existence of several 
million installment contracts. Let a 
depression in one industry or a gen- 
eral depression have the effect on un- 
employment in some one city or indus- 
try ; the employees thrown out of wurk 
would immediately find themselves un- 
able to pay the installments they have 
promised. This would result in an in- 
terruption of income to some indus- 
tries. These other industries would 
have to slow down in proportion to 


the interruption of income. The slow- | 


ing down would throw yet other men 
out of employment. Yet other grou 
would be unable to meet their install- 
ments and we should have the familiar 
spectacle of the falling cards. 


It is essential, therefore, to consider 
whether there will be or may be a 
business depression in America. There 
is no depression in sight and we have 
had no serious depression since 1907, 
except the short-lived and not resily 
serious one of 1921-22. Because we 
have been free from depression so long 
many persons fall into thinking we 
shall never have dnother. Because it 
is about twenty years since we have 
had a real depression, because twenty 
years is more than half the business 
life of most men, it follows that all 
through our business community there 
are business men, and workers also— 
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all those below, roughly, the age of 4 


45—who have no conscious recollection 
of a depression. The optimism of men 
like these is easily understandable. 


Also, it is to be borne in mind that 
as part of the lesson of the depression 


of 1907 we made a change in our bank- 
ing machinery, the introduction of the 
ederal Reserve system, which, so long 
as it endures, will make one kind of 
commercial] crisis, a currency panic, 
impossible. 


Nevertheless, other kinds of depres- 
sion, depressions arising from other 
causes are possible. It is not humanly 
conceivable for any business commu- 
nity or any government or any organ- 
ized society to so carefully safeguard 
itself and manage its affairs as to 


make business depression impossible. 
Depressions will come, if from no one 
cause, from the accidental coincidence 
of several causes. In the judgment of 
the writer, there was the possibilit 
of a serious chill to the whole credit 
structure of the world in 
events which seemed possible in Eu- 
rope this month, but which were hap- 
pily averted.

We have about a million too many 
specialists in America, and it is my 
earnest desire to do what I can to put 
some of the worst of them out 0 


the time. The education of the laity 
in the simple rudiments of physiology, 
hygiene and health is all that is neces-

I am narrow or biased, but 


to my mind the word specialist con-, 


notes a regularly qualified or licensed 
physician who has made a particular 
study of and who limits his practice 
to certain special diseases. I think I 
am right in this and that everybody 
understands specialist to have some 
such significance. Well, then, how 
about the crooks and pirates who dub 
themselves “ ialists’” for the pur- 
pose of attracting patronage? hat 
of the “face specialist” who has never 
seen the inside of a medical school? 
What about the “eye ialist” who 
has no medical training whatever? 
What about the “nerve specialist 
whose only qualification is p enty of 
nerve? And the “foot specialist” who 
is in reality only a retail shore store 
proprietor or salesman? If it is right 
and proper for a shoe merchant to 
dub himself or one of his clerks “foot 
specialist,” then it is fair enough for 
the corset emporium manager to pose 
as an abdomen specialist or for the

stomach specialist. 

For every qualified dermatologist or 
skin specialist there are probably a 
score of shady merchants making il- 
licit use of the title for the purpose 


' of exploiting the gullible public, and 


much of .their near-surgical daring 
proves disastrous to the victims. It 
is strange that victims of such mal- 
practice seldom seem to understand 
that the fakers may be prosecuted for 
practicing without a license, at least 
in most civilized states, 
The Law Is a Joke. 

There are still too many all-around 
“specialists” doing business with the 
kind of people Barnum liked. These 
fellows travel from town to _ town, 
mostly in the sticks, and herald their 
in self-flattering announce- 
ments telling the (sucker) world all 
the things they “specialize” in. The 
list covers about everything the boob 
is likely to imagine he has. These all- 
around “specialists” are generally 
renegade doctors who, having failed 
to make a living in honest practice or 
perhaps got into some scrape through 
unprofessional conduct, take up this 
shameful trade of traveling quack as 
an easy way to live. Many of them 
are downright criminals doing busi- 
ness with a fake diploma or a stolen 
one or under an old license which has 
been fixed up with the help of a 
crooked registrar. The public has a 
childish notion that the practice of 
medicine is well regulated by law; as 
a matter of fact, the law is a joke 
so far as control of medical practice 
is concerned. 

Finally, we have far too many legal- 
ly licensed physicians trying to estab- 
lish themselves in the practice of spe- 
cialties, The woods, or at least the 
urban communities, are full of ‘em; 
they're so all-fired thick in some 
towns that it is almost unsafe for 
anybody to fall ill of a general com- 
plaint; if you’re going to be sick you 
must choose some special ailment, 
else you won't be able to have the 
benefit of a doctor at all. This sad 
condition of frenzied specialism has 
come about in the past decade. Young 
doctors with ambition to succeed, as 
the world measures success, aim to 
go into a specialty of one kind or an- 
other, for the lot of the plain family 
physician is not so attractive any 
more, 

We ought to regulate specialism. It 
should be impossible for a physician 
to hold himself out as a specialist un- 
til he has had the full course in 
medicine, plus a reasonable amount of 
experience in the practice of medicine. 
certainly not less than nine years of 
private general practice. This would 
give a broad foundation for a special 
career, and it would keep out a good 
deal of the foolishness which dis- 
graces the medical specialism of the 
day. 

It is perhaps only natural that 
after many years of limited special 
practice a doctor should forget much 
of what he learned in general medicine. 
It is unreasonable, however, to assume 
that a doctor can be a good specialist 
if he is totally unlearned in general 
medicine, and that is exactly what a 
large share of the half-baked special- 
ists are today. 

Some Specialists Are General. 

Probably the most numerous of all 
the recognized kinds of specialists are 
the eye, ear, nose and throat special- 
ists. I do not mean to say that there 
are not many good physicians in this 
special] field, but merely to ask why 
one doctor should deem himself com- 
petent to deal with such unrelated 
conditions as eye diseases and dis- 
eases of the nose, throat and ear? 
The nose, throatand ear diseases are 
practically a unit; seldom are these 
connected with eye troubles. 

Another quite numerous variety of 
specialists are the internists. I think 
these were formerly known as “con- 
sulting physicians.” and later as 
“diagnosticians.”” When I look at an 
internist I always think that a column 
or two jn the paper, with plenty of 
large caps, would make a very pre- 
sentable all-round “specialist” of him.

For that matter, I think there ere 
one or two old-age specialists in prac- 
tice now—geriatrists, they call them- 
selves. But why neglect youth and 
middle age? (Maybe the reason why 
youth and middle age specialists have 
not burst upon the horizon is that the 
child specialists hang on to their pa- 
tients so long.) 

I seriously believe that popular 
credulity about specialists has much to 
do with the sorry state of overspecial- 
ism which has developed in_ recent 
years. The layman doesn’t mind pay- 
ing a specialist a fee five or ten times 
as large as the family physician would 
charge for the same advice or service; 


| If the family physician were paid fees 
‘commensurate with the service he ren- 


| 


ders and proportional with the fees 
people ordinarily pay for other profes- 
sional advice or services (say a den- 
tist’s or a lawyer's), I have no doubt 
the majority of young doctors would 
eagerly enter general practice and put 
behind them the temptation to “spe- 
cialize” without particular calling. 

Part of the popular specialist craze 
may be ascribed to the ungrounded 
fancy that a specialist is more skillful 
than an ordinary doctor. This idea 
the low-grade ' “specialists” have care- 
fully fostered for business reasons. 
The truth is that a great many -spe- 
cialists are no more skillful, even in 
their own limited fields of practice, 
than ordinary doctors. The specialists 
who really have superior attainments 
are well recognized by physicians ev- 
erywhere and their skill is sought in 
appropriate cases by the better physi- 
cians in every community. The pa- 
tient who has anything to gain by go- 
ing to a specialist or having a an 2 
ists advice is certain to be so direct 
or referred by his own doctor. 
layman who harbors a mean little no- 
tion that by choosing some kind of 
specialist for himself in the first place 
he steals a march on the ordinary or 
family doctor and saves himself some- 
thing, pays an exceedingly heavy pre- 
mium for his adventures in loss of 
time and in delayed recovery as well 
as in money. 

If the ordinary or family doctor ts 
not honest enough or not sufficiently 
alert to insure for his patient every 
possible advantage of special aid, such 
as he would wish for himself if he 
were ill, he is unworthy of anybody’s 
confidenc: in the first place.

The Dutch people become indignant 
when you tell them that we have such 
grotesque and silly yarns in our 
school readers and the American 
traveling here sees at once the utter 
fallacy of such a fairy tale. In the 
first place if ever there is a small 
hole in a dyke, there will be a. big 
one there three minutes afterwards. 
For the sea will tear the dyke to 
pieces and come through like a roar- 
ing lion. Moreover the dykes are not 


'exactly structures in which you can 


push a little boy's arm, They are 


built of granite and clay. 


Whole towns and villages, with 
streets going in all directions are 
built on top of some of the dykes. 
They are not mere walls on which a 
man could hardly walk. Railway 
trains pass over them and houses are 
built on top. Often when you are on 
a dyke, you don’t even realize it. 

There is one stretch where you find 
three dykes protecting Holland from 
the angry waves of its arch-enemy, 
the water. First, there is a stretch 
of shore at a low tide. Then comes 
the first immense dyke, a gigantic 
structure, where in hours of storm a 
guard passes up ai.. down every half 
hour te look for any indications of 
weakening. On the other side of the 
dyke there is a piece of land, in 
‘which there are prosperous farm- 
houses, whole villages and the usual 
green meadows. intersected by long 
ditches as straight as a die. 


These meadows are far below sea 
level and should the dyke break they 
would be swamped beneath the raging 
flood in short time. 


Next comes another dyke, even 
stronger than the first. Perhaps the 
main railway runs over this or an 
electric line, that carries the farm 
produce to the nearby big city. 


Another stretch of country and

another dyke. The first is called the 
Watcher, the second the Dreamer and 
the third the Sleeper. 


I was shown one spot in Holland, 
at —Tzummarum in Friesland, where 


the pastor of the Reformed church 
climbed to the top of the church spire 


with me and proudly proclaimed that’ 


on a clear day you could count the 
spires and. towers of 200 churches. 


It not being a clear day when I 
ascended, we counted about 60. The 
pastor said there were about 50 clear 
days a year.

The Dutch people are even more 
polite than the French. The French, 
to be’ sure, will make profuse bows 
and salutations, but that is mere 
formality.

He has never bowed before anyone, 
but he will go out of his way to show 
the way and he is hospitality per- 
sonified, if he has no suspicion. He 
is extremely curious and anxious to 


Nhear how things are done in America. 


And is never prouder than when you 
tell him that he does things in the effi- 
cient American manner. Everywhere 
on the continent [ find the American 
influence. Not only in. the cafes, 
where you encounter the jazz band 
with saxophone and shimmy melo- 
dies, but in business, in mercantile 
methods, in the control of street traf- 
fic, in the clothing of their soldiers, 
the Dutch follow America’s example. 


Holland is a happy country, 8 
serene country, with a race of people 
that has been the backbone of any 
country to which they emigrated. 
Look at America and South Africa. 
They are tolerant, but extremely jeal- 
ous of their rights. And one thing 
that pleases me about Holland is 
this: The policemen tip the peaks of 
their caps when you ask them a ques- 
tion and they do not consider them- 
selves lords of the universe. In other 
words they know their places as ser- 
vants of the commonwealth.

ALMOST DISRUPTS 


SERVICE OF SHIP | 


| New York, eee 3 -)—A flood of 


kisses which took 30 minutes to sub- 
side almost disrupted the United Fruit 
company’s Panama service today. 

Dr. Belisario Porras, former presi- 
dent of Panama, and now minister 
from that country to France and Eng- 
land, was scheduled to sail for a vaca- 
tion at home on the Toloa, one of the 
score of ships to handle an exodus of 
some 20,000 persons during the day.

The 
statesman submitted to a solid half 
hour of patriotic osculation before he 
was able to board ship. Because of 
the taxi driver's error and the ardor 
of the statesman’s admirers the Tolva 
sailed one hour late.

Paris, July 38.—(?)—Ratification of 
the Washington debt agreement and 
the warning that. sdifpd)money can- 
not be obtained in France without 
some economic upheayal and as- a 
consequence suffering ‘during | the 
transitory period are features of the 
report drawn up .by the government’s 
committee of financial experts, ac- 
cording to the best authorities. The 
experts put the finishing touches to 
their suggestions tonight’ and _ the 
ministry of finances had promised 
that a summary will be made public 
tomorrow. 

If the’new Briand government ac- 
cepts the report of the committee, 
which was appointed by former 
Finance Minister Peret in order to 
find a way of pulling France out of 
the slough of her financial disturb- 
ances, it probably will face consid- 
erable opposition in the chamber of 


deputies. 
Plan Under Fire. 

The suggestion that the frane can 
be stabilized with the aid of foreign 
loans after ratification of the debt 
accords, already has met with heavy 
fire in the lobbies of the chamber, al- 
though it has not been officially 
recognized as part of the report. 

The principal findings of the re- 
port, it is understood, are that the 
franc must be stabilized at the earliest 
possible moment, that all war debts 
must be settled and settlements rati- 
fied promptly, that the strictest econ- 
omy must be obsérved in public ad- 
ministration and that the country 
must be warned that sound. money 
cannot be obtained without some eco- 
nomic upheaval and suffering during 
the transitory period.

The home to which he is go- 
ing is a tiny villa in‘ the rugged envi- 
rons of Oslo, which he sold to help 
pay for the Norge, the airship in 
whith he sailed over the top of the 
world. Friends have purchased the 
home and given it back to Amundsen. 

Trio of Explorers, 

Lineoln Ellsworth, sole American 
member of the Norge expedition, was 
the last to shake the hand of the fa- 
At Ellsworth’s side 
stood Lieutenant Commander Richard 
E. Byrd, who flew over the north pole 
in an airplane a few days before the 
Norge made the trip. The three clap- 
ped each other on the back and said 
affectionate farewells. Ellsworth said 
he would stay in America for a while. 

“I’m going home to rest,” Amund- 
sen said. .“Forty-one years ago, at 
the age of 15, I knew what I wanted 
to do during my life. I wanted to 
see both poles. I’ve seen them. My 
job is done. There are no more places 
to discover. ‘There: will be no more 
lectures. There will be no more ex- 
peditions. I’m done.” ; 

Amundsen spoke words of praise for 
Ellsworth aad Byrd, who had met him 
on his arrival from Chicago. As if 
tired from the rousing reception given 
Bobby Jones, golf. champion, New 
York did not become vociferous over 
Amundsen. He slipped into Grand 
Central terminal, heard a-DBand play 
the Norwegian national anthem, was 
photographed and interviewed. His 
eoming had not-been heralded, and he 
spent less than three hours in New 
York.

Finishing the Tire.

He will park 
his car, perhaps, next to yours, make 
sure you are engaged for the morn- 
ing, then, with his vest-pocket equip- 
ment of nippers and pliers that can 
work miracles even with the most 
complicated locks, Will unlock the 
ear. A moment later he will insert 
his skeleton keys in the ignition lock, 
and presently be on his way to the 
“service station” where the stolen 
machine will undergo ilizhtning 
changes.

During this period the colony 
grew in size and importance, thus 
st hening the position of all the 
American colonies by acting as a 
sturdy bulwark against the aggres- 
sions of the Spanish in Florida and 
the French in Louisiana. 

In 1754 the colony became by ex- 
iration of the charter, a royal prov- 
nee, and the British king sent out 
as the first governor of Georgia a 
most dist ished_ sailor, Admiral 

John Reynolds. His administration 
was able and added to the security 
of the province. He was followed by 
Henry Ellis, an Irishman of. most 
distinguished family, whose scientific 
attainments were many. His studies 
of the habits of the Indians rank 
among the ablest of his day. 

An American Governor. 

In 1760 two events of prime im- 
portance to all Georgia happened. One 
was the accession to the crown of 
England by King George III; the 
other was his appointment of James 
Wright, a native of South Carolina, 
whose father had been chief justice 
of that province, as governor 
Georgia. Thus our colony had a 
native-born American for her last 
royal governor. He showed most dis- 
tinguished ability in every phase of 
his tireless work as governor, and 
was very popular among all classes. 

Wright’s influence could not pre- 
vent Georgians resenting the attempts 
to sell the “stamp act” stamps in 
Georgia, in which the people were 
largely successful, but he was able to 
alliy open ‘attacks upon the crown 

officials. Thus the days of 1768 to 
1775 found Georgia much divided po- 
litically but yet st ly held for the 
crown government. wever, when 
the terrible news of the battles of 
Lexington and Concord reached Sa- 
vanna Fee “Liberty Boys’ wg rag- 
ing and organizing resistance to any 
eect authority. Rusetienn blood had 
been shed; argument was exhausted 
and patriots looked to their arms 
while rovalists called upon Wing 
George to send out troops; all could 
- gee that war was inevitable. 

These fateful tidings reached Sa- 
vannah early in June and on the 9th 
te “Royal Georgia Gazette” carried 
this advertisement: 

“The inhabitants of Savannah have 
ealled a meeting at the House of 
Mrs. Cuyler for the 13th instant, to 
consider the condition of the Prov- 
ince.”

An Historic Gathering. 

Peter Tondee was the local inn- 
keeper and “Tondee’s Tavern” had the 
only “long room” available for such 
a public meeting; old Tondee was a 
staunch royalist and Wright had or- 
dered him to refuse accommodation. 
However, Mrs. Jeanne de la Touche 
Cuyler, widow of Captain Telamon 
Cuyler, a merchant of prominence 
and partner of Edward Telfair, had 
lately opened a genteel boarding house 


in her large mansion on the corner of | 


Broughton and Bull streets—near the 
“liberty pole,” and made no secret of 
her adherence to the cause of liberty. 
She opened her doors and the famous 
meeting of June 13, 1775, was held 
there. Strong resolutions were drawn 
up, signed, and ordered to be laid be- 
fore the provincial assembly, which 
was to meet early in July. Thus was 
struck the very first blow for re- 
ublican government—for Georgia 
iberty, and for American independ- 
ence. . 
Soon all Georgia blazed with indig- 
nation at the outrages of Lexington 
and Concord; feeling ran high; fami- 
lies were dividéd and royal authority 
began to wane, 
Wright stuck bravely to his post. 
“Committees of safety” were formed 
-and recruiting of soldiers 
forming Georgia’s first home-grown 
troops.

Patriots Gather. 

Out in Wilkes county, Sam Davis 
called his neighbors from their cabins 
and organized the “Mounted Gun- 
Men” w he so bravély led to the 
siege of Savannah in 1779; he was 
the father of President Jefferson Da- 
vis. “Aunt” Nancy Hart hurried to 
her neighbor, John. Dooly, and they 
stirred things up in a burry. John 
Cobb, ancestor of Howell and Thomas 
R. R. Cobb, and all that famous fami- 
ly, took an active leadership in the 
uproar. Little in body but great in 
courage, James Jackson laid aside his 
law books and took up that career as a 
soldier that was to bring him so much 
distinction. that,.in 1782, he was ap- 
pointed to receive the surrender of 
Savannah. He was a great governor, 


illustrious senator, and founded a no- 


table family. ‘The king’s attorney gen- 
eral, John. Kirk, resigned and joined 
his bold brother, Sam, to get up 
troops. Robert Salette, mounted on 
his speedy mare, “The Gray Goose,” 
gathered his. band of dashing horse- 
men and haunted the moss-draped 
swamps along the coast. 

James Jackson. John McIntosh, 
John Berrien and Henry Cuyler daily 
drilled their light infantry openly on 
the battery in Savannah. Oliver 
Bowen got his sailors lined up and 
began to dream of meeting attacks at 
sea; he commanded the “Georgia 
Schooner,” that was America’s first 
armed warghip, and he neatly captured 
an incoming British vessel and got 
9,000 pounds of powder—some was 
generously sent north and used at the 
battle of Bunker Hill. 


Early January saw a most momen- 
tous event; the extinguishing for all 
time of the government of the crown 
of Great Britain in the province of 
Georgia. 

Cuyler, Jr., and 
Job Pray brought news of the ar- 
rival off Tybee Island of British 
war vessels seeking communication 
with Governor Wright before ventur-

“I yield to foreé, not lawful au- 
thority. Let there by no violence 
on either side. Gentlemen, what is 
your pleasure?” 

“As our prisoner, you are to give 
us your parole to remain quietly with- 
in your house and not to communicate 
with those warships at Tybee; we 
will discuss matters further during 
tomorrow.’’ 

“If I must, as it seems, I do! I 
give you my parole.’’ 

We accept your parole and will 
now leave your house.”’ 

-“I remain within; may these gen- 
tlemen—my friends, all well and long 
known to you as honorable men—may 
they go to their homes, unmolested ?’’ 

“They may, but I advise them not 
e open communication with the 
ships.” 


The Governor Flees. 


Thus we leave Sir James Wright, 
third and last royal governor of Geor- 
fia seated at his table, with per- 
laps a secretary or two and doubtless 
his solemn negro butlers. He must 
decide what course he should take. 
Let me assure you that he was a 
man of action. As soon as he was 
quite sure that the gate of his back- 
yard was unguarded, he sent a mes- 
senger riding eastward along the 
Thunderbolt road to inform his friend, 
Mullryne, of his predicament and call 
upon him to instantly raise what arm- 


ed force he could and ride towards 


Fate now set the stage for the 
age meng | struggle Georgia. 
The leaders, by natural selection, were 
as follows: On the king’s side stood 
Governor Wright, backed up by. An- 
drew Williamson, Dr. John Joachim. 
Zubly, the Tsttnalls, the Mullrynes 
and Delis. For the Patriots we find 
Archibald Bulloch, Lyman Hall, But- 
ton Gwinnett, John Wereat, John 
Houstoun, George Walton, Noble 
Wymberly Jones, Edward Telfair and 
David Emanuel. These men were the 
political leaders, though nearly all 
fought at one time or another. 


Next @horning found a strange situ- 
ation in Georgia. With the governor 
gone the civi] government stopped as 
suddenly as a clock when the weights 
are taken off. However, the Savan- 
nav council of safety immediately 
took control and set up a sort of 
government in the deserted mansion 
of Wright. They issued orders to the 
soldiers, appointed minor officials, 
began to regulate commercial affairs 
and even acted as magistrates and 
judges. No disorder appeared and 
the change from royal rule to re- 
publican control was effected over- 
night without any perceptible shock 
to the community. 

Wright was not inactive for he is- 
sued what he chose to call his “proc- 
lamations,” duly sealed with the great 
seal of the province, which he had 
thoughtfully carried off in his flight. 
He called upon alt loyal subjects of 
the king to refuse obedience to the 
council of safety and warmly de- 
nounced them, one and all, as “Rebels 
in revolt against the lawful authority 
of his majesty’s government.” He 
kept up a correspondence with the 
tories ashore and did all he could to 
hamper the work of setting up the 
new government, but his efforts were 
so useless he goon sailed for England, 
this leaving the harbours open, for 
trade. 

Bulloch Named President. 


The council of safety soon saw 
that more definite form of govern- 
ment was necessary, so it elected 
Archibald Bulloch as the “president 
and commander-in-chief of the colony 
of Georgia.” They enve him a 
lengthy commission, setting forth the 
facts of the destruction of the royal 
authority in Georgia and asking him 
to accept a complete dictatorship in 
every respect. He is the only Ameri- 
can who ever held such power—and 
well he used it. 

President Bulloch showed his na- 
ture when he refused to have a sentry 
posted at his door, as had been the 
custom of the royal governors, saying, 
“no, I need no protection as I act 
for a free people.” His short ad- 
ministration was marked with great 
ability, and his sudden death took 
from the scene a great patriot and 
useful citizen. ‘4 

Now we come to the momentous 
meeting of the Georgia provincial as- 
sembly in Savannah to elect dele- 
gates to the Contin.utal congress soon 
to meet in Philadelphia and from 
whose deliberations was to come the 
Declaration of Independence. After 
much deliberatiton, they chose—and 
most wisely—the folowing men: 

George Walton Lyman Hall, But- 
ton Gwinnett, John Houstoun and 
John Joachim Zubly. 

Georgia’s Delegates. 
Lyman Hall was a native of Con- 


necticut and removed to Georgia be- 
fore the revolution broke out. He 
was a distinguished physician and 
learned scholar. He died and was 
buried in Georgia; later, his remains 
were removed to rest forever beneath 
the monument to the Signers in Au- 
gusta. A county is named for him. 

George Walton was born and edu- 
cated in Virginia and settled in Geor- 
gia shortly before the revolution, mar- 
rying the beautiful and accomplished 
belle of her day, Dorothy Camber. 
He was a lawyer and joined in the 
resistance to royal aggression at the 
outset and opposed the Stamp act 
and Governor Wright’s measures. In 
old age he retired to live. with his 
talented daughter, Madame Le Vert, 
at Mobile, Ala., where he died, but 
was buried in Georgia. He was the 
last Signer to die. His remains also 
rest under the monument in Au- 
gusta. 

Button Gwinnett was born near 
Bristol, England, anc descended from 
most ancient and prominent families 
of England and ales. His uncle 
was the distinguished Admiral But- 
ton, for whom he was named.

His father, and his wife, Lady 
Priscilla Houstoun, came to Georgia 
from Scotland, Sir Patrick was the 
collector of king’s revenue in Georgia 
and a member of the council; his in- 
fluence was very great and oppor- 
tunities for the advancement of his 
sons were many under the royal gov- 
ernmen*. John Houstoun was one of 
the leaders of the Georgia bar at 
the outbreak of the revolution. By 
taking up the cause of liberty, he 
threw ov:r his valueable law practice. 
Joining the Liberty Boys, he partici- 
pated in all their activities. He was 
the leader of the party who arrested 
Governor Sir James Wright, baronet, 
and carried off the powder from the 
governor’s magazine. Elected to con- 
gress, he voted for the Declaration 
but, leaving for Georgia to nullify Dr. 
Zubly’s influence and hearten his sol- 
diers, he failed to sign. 

Rev. Dr. John Joachim Zubly was 
a native of St. Gall, Switzerland, 
and left that country on account of 
the religious troubles into which he 
and his flock had got. He brought 
man; of his people io Georgia, among 
whom was John Adam Treutlen, a 
governor of Geotgia and leading pa- 
triot. Dr. Zubly took charge of the 
largest church in Savannah and his 
learning,* his piety, his good works 
and kindliness soon won him high 
esteem. He was not exactly a royal- 
ist, though a firm friend of Sir James 
Wright and his party. Once the royal 
authority was extinguished he came 
out strongly for Georgia and was 
elected to congress where his opposi- 
tion to the Declaration caused him.to 
leave and return to Savannah. 


Preparing for War. 
Immediately after the expulsion of 
the royal government, the patriots be- 
gan to erect strong defenses along the 


bluffs on the river below Savannah, 
as they anticipated that the British 
would come by sea. Troops were re- 
cruited and trained toman the forts. 

Georgia now enjoyed a tranquility 
that was to be, later, in strong con- 
trast with her sufferings under in- 
vasion. Her people were by no means 
inactive all the spring and summer of 
1776.. They exerted themselves to 
the utmost to prepare for the war; 
nothing was overlooked, hard as their 
task was made by circumstances. Gov- 
ernor Bulloch was in close touch with 
the South Carolina authorities and to- 
gether they formulated the plans for 
defense of their coast. 

The spring of 1776 opened auspi- 
ciously for freedom’s cause. Congress 
had met and postponed action upon 
Richard Henry Lee’s motion for a 
declaration of independence, in ordér 
to-give the several delegations time to 
hear from their home governments be- 
fore acting upon this dccisive question. 
Little time was lost, and between 
June 13 and 20 six colonies had af- 
firmed it. Of these, four had long 
been considered doubtful. These were 
Connecticut, New Hampshire, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Delware and 
Maryland. New York was wacertain, 
and so remained until after the actual 
declaration. . However, the complete 
control of the colonies of Massachu- 
setts, Virginia, Rhode Island, North 
Carolina, South Carolina and rgia 
soor brought them into lime and the 
list was complete. 

Georgia Stood Firm, 

Georgia being the most distant from 
the seat of government, necessarily 
was the last to be hear from, but her 
answer was absolutely for independ- 
ence, come what might thereafter, and 
her people stood ready to fight for 
their frights—as they did thereafter 


for seven years.

of the declaration until August. 

I now turn to the deliberations of 
the continental congress, in which sat 
the five men of the Georgia delega- 
tion, taking quite an active part in 
its deliberations. While I do not 
claim that our men played a leading 
part, yet they were respected as men 
of soundest wisdom, purest devotion 


to the sacred cause of American liber- 
ty and absolute decision to stand firm 
for independence and back it. up by 
taking part in the inevitable war that 
would follow—with one curious excep- 
tion. This is most interesting and im- 
/portant and has scarcely been made 
kaown by historians, certainly not to 
the general public, until this writing. 
The Revered Doctor John Joachim Zu- 
bly was the dissenter; he had made 
quite a reputation in the congress for 
his learning, for he was a highly edu- 
cated man, university gr.duate and 
well-read and devoted pastor of his 
church in Savannah. It was known 
to the congress that this Swiss was 
absolutely the only man then present 
who had ever even seen a functioning 
republic: In the course of the debates 
pees Lee’s resolution, D . Zubly asked 
eave from President Hancock to 
speak on the issue. He made a long, 
learned and able address in opposition 
to the course demanded by Lee, as he 
was rather inclined to moderate meas- 
ures and a , >licy of reconciliation with 
England and not independence. Born 
of his personal and party sufferings in 
the religious dissensions in his native 
Swiss moutains, he vehemently deliver- 
ed these words as his peroration: 


a government administered by devils 
as a republic.” 


Created Uproar. 


This created an uproar and Hancock 
pounded for order with his gavel. De- 
corum was restored and Dr, Zuybly 
practically was ordered out of the 
congress. His colleagues in the Geor- 
gia delegation cut him dead and moved 
away from his chair. He left the 
room, settled his hotel bill, packed his 
saddlebags and rode away to Savan- 
nah. The reason for his sudden haste 
was that he desired to get there ahead 
of the arrival of the declaration and 
ary to, as far as possible, nullify its 
orce. 


He arrived in time, but found his 
parishioners adament to his appeals. 
While Governor Bulloch did not order 
his arrest, probably because of his 
high standing as a minister, yet he 
took active measures to stop his ap- 
peals. A few days after the declara- 
tion was proclaimed at Savannah, the 
troublesome doctor’s arrest was or- 
dered. The xood ladies of his flock 
concealed him in a cellar and had him 
and his devoted wife smuggled over 
to England. After the war was won. 
he was forgiven and invited to again 
take up his preaching in Savannah. 
There he and his wife ended their 
days and one street bears the name 
Zubly, another St. Gall, his native 
town, in his honor. 


Now turn your attention to the 
Fourth of July. There those assembled 
patriots sit in solemn, dignified rows 
within the historical chamber. Jobn 
Hancock presides; Charles Thompson 
reads the immortal document and, as 
secretary, calls the roll of members. 
One by one they arise and vote “aye.” 
There are no cheers; the occasion is 
too serious; the severance of all ties 
political with the mother country is 
too painful a deed to warrant any 
theatrical display whatever. Upstairs 
stands the old man in his belfry, hands 
upon the rope, awaiting the signal to 
ring liberty out over the land. Outside 
a silent crowd of men and women 
stand.

“Lyman Hall, what say you?” 

“Aye is my vote,” says Lyman Hall. 

“Button Gwinnett?” 

“Aye.” 

“George Walton?’ 

“Ave.” 

“John Houstoun, what say you?” 


“My vote is aye.”

Thus he 
missed immortality by failing to affix 
his signature to the declaration so 
en which is now. preserved in 
a strong safe in the state department 
of the nationa] government.at Wash- 
ington. However, Lyman Hali, Button 
Gwinnett and George Walton signed 
it, together, in a single column at the 
extreme left of the parchment. 

This is how our forefaihers worded 
the matter of the arrival of Georgia’s 
copy of the famous document in part: 

“The Declaration of Imdependence 
arrived at Savannah at early candle- 
light on the evening of August 9, 1776, 
and the Express (the méssengers were 
so called then), was taken to the 
house of President Bulloch and de- 
livered it into his hands.” I regret 
that the name of this. messenger is 
lost to us; doubtless some young Geor- 
gian, possibly a secretary to one of 
the delegation. All honor to his 
memory. 

President Bulloch immediately sum- 
moron his council and read it to 
them. The leading citizens and military 
leaders hurried tothe house to hear 
it read, again and again. The news 
flew around the town, lights flashed 
in windows and neighbor cried to 
neighbor the gladsome news. People 
flocked into the streets and squares 
and voiced their approval. Copies were 
hastily made and sent by couriers to 
Augusta, to leading men in the in- 
terior and one to Sevier and Robert- 
son at Knoxville in far Tennessee. 
President Bulloch and his advisers ar- 
ranged an official »rogram for the 
morrow—to be Georgia’s first.“Fourth 
of July—August 10th. A. D. 1776.” 

A Brilliant Scene. 

Next day at high noon, in the preés- 
ence of the assembled people and: sur- 
rounded by the military and naval 
forces, President Archibald Bulloch 
read the Declaration of Independence 
at the foot of the liberty pole. He then 
walked to the battery, overlooking the 
river, and again the troops stood in a 
square and again the paper was read. 

Imagine what a brilliant scene it 
must have been—Georgia’s first fourth 
of July. Under the bright August sun, 
staged amid almost tropical surround- 
ings and teeming with the bright col- 
ors of the costumes and uniforms of 
that day. The president and his coun- 
cil standing in a graup _ beside the 
liberty pole, atop of which bravely 
fluttered a new flag—alas the device 
is lost to us. Drawn up in a hollow 
square are the soldiers, so -e 
in the new buff and blue of the colon- 
ial troops; but not all are so clad 
nor are they clean shaven, for some 
ranks are in plain: civilian attire of 
brown, grey and black: some are 
bronzed, bearded backwoodsmen in soft 
deerskin Lunting shirts, leather stock- 
ings and coonskin caps, carrying long 
rifles, Beyond the serried ranks crowd 
the men and women of the towu, eager 
faced and deeply interested. A few 
groups of the friendly Indians, clad 
in all the panopoly of bright colors, 
beads, feathers-and shining ornaments 
so deaf to the savage heart. At respect- 
ful distance stand many negro slaves, 
trying to guess the meaning of all this 
hubbub and display of martial 


strength. 
The First Salute. 

Down on the battery the cannoneers 
stand ready with loaded pieces and 
matchlocks. “Fire,” cries the officer 
and boom-boom-boom roar the polished 
field pieces, clouds of white smoke— 
resounding echoes—-rattling of win- 
dow panes. Georgia as a state has 
received its first salute. 

The houses were mostly one and 
two-story affairs, of yellow brick with 
red tile roofs or grey shingles. _The 
windows set with small leaded panes 
of glass. Along the battery and down 
on the bluff, overlooking the water- 
front are the large warehouses and 
stéres lining Broughton and Bull 
streets, some 600 buildings in all.

‘SWE HEAT IN HOME 


. You'ye seen a@ cork rise in water? 
Warm air rises almost as fast in 
flues. And the walls of a frame resi- 
dence, if unfilled, are flues. There is 
sheathing covered with clapboards, 
brick veneer or &tucco on the outside 
’ of the studs and lath and plaster on 
the inside. Usually there is nothing 
at the foot of the wall!s to, prevent the 
warm air rising from the basement, 
and nothing at the top to prevent this § 
airy from passing into the attic. Those. 
flues, of course, are ideal for the 
transmission of heat to the outside. 
There are two ways to stop this. | 
One is to use an insulator in place of 
ordinary wood sheathing. If this is 
done, the insulator chosen should be 
a large-unit board which makes the 
-studding stronger than narrow wooden 
rds. It should be a fire-stop. It 
should eliminate the need for building 
paper. It should provide a base for 
clapboards or a backing for stucco 
or brick veneer, and it should not be 
more than a trifle higher in cost than 
oa gia inflammable wood 
ing.

Adams, largely as a result of whose 
work the Continental congress passed 
the resolutions of May 10 and 16. 
1776, recommending to all of the 
colonies the formation of independent 
governments. ‘This action was gener- 
ally indorsed; and gradually the va- 
rious states placed themselves on rec- 
ord as favoring the step which had 
now indeed becomes virtually iney- 
itable—the declaration of their absolute 
independence, On June 7, 1776, Rich- 
ard Henry Lee moved in cougress that 
“these united eolonies are and of right 
ought to be free and independent 
states, that they are absolved from 
all allegiance to the British crown, 
and that all political connection be- 
tween them and the state of Great 
Britain is and ought to be dissolved.” 
Passed on July 4. 

This motion was seconded b~- Jobn 
Adams, but action thereon was de- 
ferred until July 1, and the resolu- 
tion was passed on the following day. 
Two committees were appointed (on 
June 10th), one to prepare a declara- 
tion, and the other to draw up a 
plan of confederation. On the declara- 
tion committee were Jefferson, Frank- 
lin, John Adams, Roger Sherman and 
R. R. Livingston. The reported June 
28, but action was delayed for several 
days. When the declaration finally 
came up for consideration, it was 
passed unanimously on July 4, by the 
delegates of twelve colonies, those rep- 
resenting New York not voting, since 
they had not as yet been authorized 
to support the movement for inde- 
pendence. On July 9, however, a 
New York convention pledged that 
i state to support the declaration. The 
document was engrossed on parchment 
in accordance with a resolution passed 
| by congress on July 19, and on Au- 
gust 2 was signed by the 538 members 
then present. Subsequently Matthew 
Thornton, Elbridge Gerry and Thom- 
as McKean also affixed their signa- 
tures. ‘Lee, who had _ consistently 
opposed delay, closed debate on the 
tenth with a most brilliant appeal, 
‘ending, (according to his biographies) 
as follows: ‘If we are not this day 
wanting in our duty to our country, 
the names of the American legislators 


of *T6 will be placed by posterity at 
the side ... of all those whose mem- 
ory has been, and forever wll be, dear 
to virtuous .men and good citizens.’ 
As he was leaving the hall, he was 
given a message that his wife was 
very ill, and as soon as possible wound 
up his affairs in Philadelphia and 
hastened to her bedside, thereby los- 
ing the opportunity to be chairman of 
the committee of five appointed to 
draft a declaration, or even to speak 
or vote in favor of it. He did not 
return until August 27, but was al- 
lowed to affix his signature to the 
declaration, \as were all members of 
the congress at that time.” 


Drafted by Jefferson. 

The Declaration of Independence 
was drafted by Thomas Jefferson and 
but very slightly changed from his 
copy. The document itself was as- 
signed for safekeeping to the depart- 
ment of state upon the organization of 
the national government; was de- 


| posited in the patent office in 1841, 


when that office was a bureau in 
the department of state; in 1894, 
owing to the rapid fading of the text 
and the deterioration of the parch- 
ment, was withdrawn from exhibition 
and was carefully put away out of the 
light and air. A facsimile was made 
in 1823 by order of John Quincy 
Adams, then secretary of state, for the 
original signers and their famiiles. 
We are all familiar with the text of 
this highly treasured document, which 
ends in these words: “And for the 
support of this declaration, with a 
firm reliance on the protection of 
Divine Providence, we mutually pledge 
to each other our lives, our fortunes 
and our sacred honor.” ‘The 56 sign- 
ers of the declaration were as fol- 
lows: John Hancock, Samuel Ad- 
ams, John Adams, Robert Treat Paine 
Roger Sherman, Samuel Huntington, 
William Williams and Oliver Wolcott, 
of Connecticut; Josiah Sartlett, -Wil- 
lam Whipple and Matthew Thornton, 
of New Hampshire; Stephen Hopkins 
and William Ellery. of Rhode Island:

The news wf the adoption of the 
Declaration of Independence brought 
rejoicing in all parts of the country, 
and the famous Liberty bell in Inde- 
pendence hall (Philadelphia) was rung 
as never before, for July 4, 1776, gave 
new meaning to the legend engraved 
upon it: “Proclaim liberty to all the 
land and to the inhabitants thereof.”

Cowen’s Aquittal Leaves the 


OR the dozenth time since 
71 Police Lieutenant John Ma- 
son, of Hillside, N. J., had 
been home nursing injuries 
received in an accident, he 
: | observed a big blond young 
man park his machine near the Mason 
home, cut through a vacant lot, and 
then enter the back door of the Clark 
home nearby. Undoubtedly, thought 
Mason, something was going on in 
the Clark house. 

The officer had seen this scene 
enacted again and again. Finally, be- 
cause he was a man accustomed to 
paying attention to -details, Mason 
made a note of the license number of 
the car. He knew that when a pretty 
wife received visits from a man sev- 
eral times a week, each visit lasting 
several hours, during periods when the 
husband is at work, something is more 
than likely to happen. 

And so Lieutenant Mason made a 
note of the license number and await- 
ed developments, sitting there in the 
wide bay window of his home, like a 
spectator in a box seat at a play. 
Presently something did happen. 

William Joseph Clark, 28 years 
old, a prosperous goldsmith, was mur- 
dered some time after midnight No- 
vember.3, 1925, as he fumbled in the 
dark of his garage while his wife and 
mother-in-law sat in the Clark auto- 
mobile only a few steps away. He 
was beaten over the head with a 
heavy hammer and died seven hours 
later without naming his assailant.

Life Together. 

Before we consider this, let us go 
back to the Clark marriage and to 
what is known about their life to- 
gether.

When sci- 
ence began investigating nature’s 
laws, the control of the world seem- 
ed to be snatched from the hands of 
Deity and given over to a system of 
impersonal rules. God, whose action 
had been defined in terms of miracles, 
was forced from one realm after an- 
other by the discovery of laws, until 


at ‘last even : comets were found to be 
not whimsical but as regylar in their 
law abiding courses as the planets, 
and God seemed to be escorted to the 
edge of the universe and bowed out. 
When Newton first formulated the 
law of gravitation, the artillery of 
many an earnest pulpit was let loose 
against him.”

near Gruchy, France, along the shores of Normandy. — He learned to 
draw by making copies of the pictures in the Bible; then, as his drawings 
improved he sketched scenes of country life a@it existed about him. 


Ever present at his side to lend encouragement and to instruct was 
his grandmother—Godmother to him, his mother’s mother, his best 
friend. Let fall a tear for her. She was as much Millet as Millet him- 
self. When Francois started for Paris to study art; this devoted grand- 
mother kissed him, saying: ‘‘(Remember, my beloved, that you are a 
Christian before you are a painter,” and it can be truthfully said that 
the boy, the man, never gave her-cause for worry. 


In eighteen hundred seventy-five, the artist, kind-hearted and 
sympathetic, died, surrounded by his wife and nine children in their 
home in Barbizon. A nation mourned, and requiems were sung in every 
church throughout the fand. Millet is dead, but he lives in deathless 
perpetuity. Can’t you see him breathing in “The Sower,” “The 
Angelus” and ‘‘The Gleaners? ” 
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they straightway came to the conclu- 
sion that He did not do them at all. 
Only the extraordinary and unac- 
countable was attributed to Him. The 
general work of the universe was left 
to the resident forces of nature— 
gravity, light, heat, electricity, chem- 
ical affinity and the like, and God 
intervened only in cases of emergen- 
cy. The ancient conception of will 
without law was a-half-truth and un- 
Scientific; the modern conception of 
law without will is a half-truth and 
unreligious; the conception of law as 
an expression of will is a whole truth 
which is both scientific and religious.” 


Prof. Borden T. Bowne wrote: 


“In naturalistic thought nature is 
the rival of God. Nature does a great 
many things and God the rest. Tra- 
ditional religious thought has shared 
the same view, and thus nature was 
continually threatening to displace 
God. God was not to be appealed 
to until nature had been shown to be 
inadequate. Hence the dismay in 
popular religious thought at each new 
extension of the realm of law, every 
such extension being regarded as sub- 
tracted from the control of God. But 
this dismay vanishes entirely when it 
is seen that God is the infinite and 
eternal energy from which all things 
proceed; or that in Pauline phrase, 
‘In Him we live and move and have 
our being.’ Nature is the form of 
God’s manifestation. The laws of na- 
ture are His modes of working. The 
facts of nature are the incarnation of 
His thought.”’ 


We can scarcely expect a clearer 
mark of a universe ruled by intelli- 
gence than the reign of law and or- 


‘der. The greater our conception of 


this orderly universe, the greater is 
our conception of the wisdom. and 
power of God. 


At a meeting of the American As- 
sociation of Astronomers, Prof. F. R. 
Moulton, of the University of Chica- 
go, released some astounding -state- 
ments as to the size and duration of 
the universe. He fixed the number of 
Stars in our own galaxy at six billions, 
while other galaxies, he said, are dis- 
tant from us a million light years. He 
thinks our earth is yet young and will 
likely last a million billion years. But 
after considering all these  over- 
whelming calculations, Professor 
Moulton remarks: “The thing that 
impresses me most is not the immense 
size of that part of the physical uni- 
verse which we have explored nor its 
long duration nor the great forces at 
play, but it is the fact that it is order- 
ly. The fundamental fact upon which 
Science rests is that it is orderly.” 

The modern man sees God in the 
light of His law and love rather than 
in the darkness of chaos, confusion, 
gaps, exceptional marvels, and in the 
realm of the lawless. We acrers the 
declaration of Browning: 


“| report the world as | saw it; 
All is Love, yet-all is Law.” 


Dr. William North Rice writes: 


“No wonder that the scientific dis- 
coveries that stopped the gaps’ in 
which the popular theology had seen 
its evidence of God were regarded 
with almost frantic terror and abhor- 
rence by multitudes of devout souls. 


“But the world has learned that in 
its revelation of the extension of law 
throughout the universe, science 
cameé not to destroy but to fulfill.

not as a building. Thus has come 
back to us other and yet the same, 
the indwelling God whose glory was 
seen in the heavens and whose voice 
was heard in the thunder by Hebrew, 
bards and seers,” .
